Dressing  To  Win 

When  I  first  came  to  the  United  States,  now 
more  than  twenty  years  ago,  I  recall  that  many 
Synagogue  Rabbis  and  Boards  of  Directors 
were  debating  dress  codes  at  worship  services. 
It  was  said  that  young  people  were  being 
turned  off  because  of  the  restrictions  imposed 
on  what  they  could  wear;  that  women  were 
prevented  from  wearing  slacks,  and  so  on. 

Once,  while  serving  in  my  first  pulpit  in  the 
South  of  England,  I  came  to  an  afternoon 
service  during  the  week  on  a  hot  summer  day. 
I  was  wearing  a  conservative  sports  jacket,  a 
white  shirt,  black  pants  and  a  very  subdued  tie. 
I  was  reported  to  the  Board,  who  duly  admon¬ 
ished  me!  Well,  that  was  England.... 

Here  in  the  States,  many  rabbis  decided  to 
discard  their  official  robes  and  to  wear  street 
clothes  during  services.  There  was  a  desire  to 
feel  more  a  part  of  the  congregation,  rather 
than  apart  from  the  congregation. 

Many  years  ago,  an  article  appeared  in  The 
New  York  Times  by  two  anthropologists  who 
suggested  that  in  war,  victory  goes  to  those 
armies  whose  uniforms  are  the  least  impres¬ 
sive.  They  proved  their  point  with  many 
examples.  After  the  Six  Day  War,  General 
Ariel  Sharon  observed,  “Our  soldiers  are  not 
very  well  dressed  and  I’m  ashamed  of  what  the 
Prisoners  of  War  must  think  of  us.  ”  When  the 
Americans  liberated  Buchenwald  Concentration 
Camp,  the  SS  marched  out  as  though  rehears¬ 
ing  for  a  victory  parade,  while  the  Americans 
came  in  looking  unshaven  and  unkempt.  In 
1847,  the  United  States  troops  that  took  Mex¬ 
ico  City  looked  “more  like  brigands  than 
soldiers”.  General  MacArthur  accepting  the 
surrender  of  Japan  on  the  battleship  Missouri, 
came  to  the  ceremony  tieless,  open  collared 
and  without  decorations;  the  Japanese  meticu¬ 
lous  with  swords,  uniforms,  medals,  etc. 

Field  Marshal  Montgomery  in  a  shabby 
sweater;  Rommel  in  a  smart  leather  trench 
coat  and  goggles;  Churchill  in  his  siren  suit; 
Eisenhower  in  his  modest  jacket;  Mao  Tse-

All  About  Shavuot 

Shavuot,  the  Festival  of  Weeks  or  Penta- 
cost,  is  celebrated  exactly  seven  weeks  after 
Passover.  It  is  observed  for  one  day  in  Israel 
and  for  two  days  for  those  of  us  who  live  in  the 
diaspora. 

Originally  Shavuot  was  solely  an  agricul¬ 
tural  festival  when  the  first  fruits  were 
brought  to  Jerusalem  accompanied  by  much 
ceremony  and  rejoicing.  But  as  the  years 
progressed,  it  became  associated  historically 
with  the  giving  of  the  Torah  on  Mount  Sinai. 

Many  customs  are  associated  with  this 
festival,  the  most  notable  being  the  decorating 
of  the  synagogue  with  flowers,  all  night  study 
( Tikun  Leyl  Shavuot ),  the  eating  of  dairy 
foods,  which  is  symbolic  of  the  concept  of 
Israel  as  the  land  of  milk  and  honey. 

During  services  on  this  festival  we  read  the 
Ten  Commandments  and  the  general  theme  of 
the  day  is  the  Jewish  traditional  love  of 
learning.  The  Book  of  Ruth  is  read  at  this  time 
because  it  shows  the  great  devotion  of  Ruth  to 
her  adopted  faith.  Quite  often,  as  it  is  in  our 
synagogue,  Shavuot  is  the  time  for  graduation 
ceremonies.

The  BULLETIN 
asked  Ann  Hurwitz,  the  Director  of  the  Early 
Childhood  Center  who  is  completing  her  first 
year  as  Director,  and  Dr.  Livia  Straus,  the 
Director  of  the  Primary,  Elementary  and  High 
Schools,  to  share  their  thoughts  about  the 
school  year  with  the  congregation.  Here  are 
their  reports: 

A  Message  From  Ann 

The  year  began  with  new  staff  members  and 
old  getting  to  know  each  other.  Before  school 
opened  we  met  to  discuss  home  visits,  the 
separation  and  adjustment  period,  health  and 
safety  basics  and  Jewish  content  in  our  cur¬ 
riculum. 

During  the  first  few  months,  I  spent  consid¬ 
erable  concentrated  time  in  the  classrooms, 
my  purpose  being  to  learn  the  day’s  routines, 
how  each  teacher  worked  and  to  get  a  sense  of 
the  personality  and  potential  of  each  child. 

Beginning  in  October,  our  Admissions  Di¬ 
rector  Ronnie  Sampson  and  I  began  to  see  next 
year’s  parent  body.  Altogether  we  met  with 
over  300  individuals!  During  January  and 
February  our  teachers  observed  more  than  200 
children  in  small  playgroups  after  school. 

Throughout  the  year  I  met  with  each  team  of 
teachers  once  a  week  to  discuss  individual 
children  and  curriculum.  Staff  meetings  were 
held  every  other  Friday.  We  have  had  a 
workshop  on  Detecting  Learning  Problems 
and  all  have  taken  a  CPR  course.  The  Red 
Cross  also  gave  us  a  First  Aid  class  especially 
geared  to  Nursery  School  needs.  We  are 
working  on  new  handbooks  for  parents  and 
staff.  In  addition,  we  are  taking  an  inventory 
of  everything  in  our  classrooms. 

Many  of  our  staff  members  have  attended  a 
series  of  workshops  given  by  the  Jewish  Board 
of  Family  and  Children’s  Services  on  language 
development,  parent-teacher  conferences  and 
other  such  concerns.  I,  myself,  have  attended 
the  ISAAGNY  Early  Childhood  Directors 
meetings,  getting  to  know  the  other  nursery 
school  directors  in  the  “greater  Manhattan 
neighborhood”. 

The  President  and  Executive  Director  of  the 
Parents  League  came  to  visit  school  and  we 
were  visited  by  the  admissions  directors  of  a 
number  of  on-going  schools.  The  parents  of 
our  “graduating”  fours  were  asked  to  share 
their  experiences  and  impressions  with  us 
regarding  Kindergarten  admission  procedures 
to  broaden,  clarify  and  calm  our  expectations. 

We  have  a  wonderful  new  Parent  Associa¬ 
tion  which  developed  out  of  a  meeting  with 
concerned  parents.  They  have  many  plans  for 
the  coming  year  and  have  published  the  first 
issue  of  their  newsletter. 

Throughout  the  year  we  worked  to  connect 
ourselves  with  all  the  other  parts  of  the  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  community.  We  made 
decorations  for  the  Sukkah  and  held  a  wonder¬ 


ful  Sunday  Brunch  there.  Our  four  year  olds 
visited  Rabbi  Lincoln  in  his  office  and  enjoyed 
two  story  hours  in  the  Rothschild  Library  with 
the  Librarian  Susan  Vogelstein.  I  think  every 
parent  in  the  school  helped  in  some  way  at  the 
Hanukkah  parties  organized  by  the  Class 
Parents  and  on  Purim,  our  fours  delivered 
Shalach  Manot  to  the  Alzheimer  Group  on  the 
Fourth  Floor. 

It  has  been  an  exhilarating  year  with  a  sense 
of  vitality  permeating  the  atmosphere  here  on 
the  Fifth  Floor.  The  staff  has  worked  well  and 
hard.  For  me, every  day  has  been  packed  with 
rewarding  activity.  There  was  never  enough 
time....!!

Thoughts  From  Livia 

Our  Religious  School  has  a  solid  reputation 
for  strong  academics.  Over  the  last  two  years 
we  have  added  another  dimension  to  our 
academic  program,  a  youth  group  which  has 
developed  into  a  thriving  community  within 
the  school,  a  Hevrah.  Frequently,  adults  walk¬ 
ing  through  the  synagogue  building,  whether 
on  a  school  day,  a  weekend,  or  even  a  vacation 
recess,  are  treated  to  the  sound  of  children’s 
laughing  voices  as  they  tye-dye  T-Shirts,  play 
the  piano,  lead  a  Havdalah  service,  eat  pizza, 
watch  TV,  sleep-over  in  the  Sukkah,  or  argue 
a  vital  point  with  guest  speakers  and  with  their 
teachers.  Also  to  be  noted  is  the  growing 
involvement  of  parents  in  the  parent/student 
seminars,  field  trips  and  Shabbat  Services. 
Many  of  these  programs  will  be  continued  next 
year,  many  will  be  expanded  and  new  ones 
will  be  instituted! 

The  success  of  our  programs  hinge  on  one 
critical  factor— the  knowledge,  commitment, 
innovation  and  passion  of  our  faculty.  Our 
students  are  taught  by  what  I  define  as  “model” 
professionals.  They  are  educators  who  strive 
well  beyond  what  it  required.  The  six  or  eight 
or  twelve  hours  for  which  they  are  paid  are 
expanded  to  accommodate  to  student  and 
parent  needs:  tutorial  programs,  retreats,  field 
trips,  innovative  curriculum  designs  and  texts, 
dinner  meetings  and  faculty  study  sessions. 

Fortunately,  many  of  our  faculty  remain 
with  us  for  extended  periods  of  time.  Our 
students  have  been  nurtured  (as  have  many  of 
their  parents)  by  G’veret  Finkel.  Varda  Hu- 
bara,  Rachel  Kanner,  Aleeza  Haas,  Lisa  Baer, 
Tzipporah  Rubin  and  Leah  Degani  are  house¬ 
hold  names  and  are  “anchors”  for  many 
alumni  visits.  In  our  High  School,  graduates 
regularly  return  to  have  coffee  with  Misha  and 
Jon  and  Walter. 

Also,  over  the  last  two  years,  new  faces 
have  appeared  and  first  names  have  infiltrated 
our  elementary  grades.  Orah  and  Orit,  Michal 
and  Amy,  Mychal  and  Lizzy,  Helen  and  Roni, 
Ronni  and  Yael,  Jeff  and  Yehudit,  Avi,  Alison 
Zev  and  Meier.  They  have  individually  devel¬ 
oped  Hebrew  programs,  Bar  and  Bat  Mitzvah 
curricula,  ethics  classes,  seminars  and  art 
projects.  They  have  injected  excitement  and 


vitality  to  our  programs.  We  shall  miss  those 
who  will  be  leaving  at  the  end  of  this  school 
year.  May  their  knowledge  and  talents  ii^ 
crease  and  may  others  benefit  from  them  as  W| 
have.

Ask  the  Rabbi 

Q.  The  pronunciation  of  the  name  Issachar  is 
confusing.  Normally  Hebrew  is  usually  pro¬ 
nounced  as  spelled,  but  in  this  case  it  is  spelled 
with  two  shins  but  pronounced  Isacher  with 
one.  There  are  some  educated  people  who  do 
say  the  extra  shin.  Can  you  explain  this? 

A.  Issachar  was  the  ninth  son  of  Jacob  and  the 
fifth  son  of  Leah.  The  name  belongs  to  the 
class  of  words  which,  according  to  the  cor¬ 
rected  Masoretic  text,  was  notread  as  written. 
It  is  unusual,  but  it  was  felt  that  the  extra  shin 
in  the  name  was  possibly  a  mistake.  However, 
as  with  all  Masoretic  texts,  it  is  possible  to 
understand  and  read  them  in  the  uncorrected 
form  as  well,  thus  some  educated  people  may 
conform  to  that  tradition. 

Q.  When  Jacob’s  name  was  changed  to  Israel, 
he  was  told  that  from  now  on  he  would  be 
called  Israel.  However,  for  the  most  part  the 
Torah  continues  to  use  the  name  Jacob.  Why? 

A.  When  Jacob  wrestled  with  the  angel  in  th( 
darkness  of  that  lonely  night,  he  was  toli 
[Genesis  32:29]  “...your  name  shall  no  longer 
be  Jacob.  Ki  Im  Yisroel  which  is  translated  as 
“no  longer  Jacob  but  Israel”.  I  am  convinced 
that  wherever  the  words  Ki  Im  occur  it  actually 
means  “not  only,  but  also”.  Thus  Jacob  was 
not  his  only  name,  but  also  Israel.  He  had  a 
choice. 

Q.  Can  you  explain  the  violent  curse  that  is 
included  in  the  Haggadah  when  we  open  the 
door  for  Elijah?  Why  was  it  inserted  into  the 
evening’s  festivities?  Also,  I  am  told  that  this 
part  of  the  Haggadah  is  omitted  from  the 
Reform  Haggadah.  Why? 

A.  During  the  Middle  Ages  and  later  in 
Imperial  Russia,  Passover  was  always  a  dan¬ 
gerous  time  for  Jewish  communities  because 
the  festival  often  coincided  with  Easter.  At  that 
time,  Christian  communities  would  become 
incensed  over  the  death  of  their  Savior  and 
would  use  the  opportunity  to  attack  Jewish 
communities.  When  opening  the  door  for 
Elijah  the  Prophet  to  come  in,  very  often  there 
were  mobs  in  the  street,  causing  the  Jews  of 
the  community  great  insecurity.  The  utterance 
of  this  curse  is  reflective  of  this  insecurity. 
Elijah  the  Prophet  represents  the  Messanic 
Time  when  Jews  will  no  longer  live  in  insecu¬ 
rity  and  will  be  safe  from  their  enemies.  If  this 
part  of  the  Haggadah  is  omitted  from  the' 
Reform  service,  it  is  probably  because  they 
feel  that  it  is  no  longer  suitable  since  we  no 
longer  have  that  particular  problem  from  our 
neighbors.
